DIPHTHERIA IMMUNISATION 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sig.— The Minister for Local Government 
and Public Gealth, in his address to the 
Dublin Chamber of Commerce on 28th 
October, referred to his own Department’s 
work in public health services, particularly 
these designed towards the prevention of 
sickness. 

lt is worthy of public notice to learn how 
this Department has treated the dispensary 
doctors in their efforts to prevent diphtheria. 
These medical oilivers have offered to carry 
out immunisation against this disease at a 
reasonable fee. Even though the loca! 
suthorities would agree to this fee, the Local 
Governmert Department refuses in sanction 
any fee, save its own arbitrary figure, whieh 


i figure is an insult to offer to any doctor. 


The Irish Free State Medical Union has 
carefully considered the whole question. and 
ls co-operating with the dispensary doctors 
in securing their just demands. lt has 
ordered its members to refuse to perform 
‘diphtheria immunisation on the Department's 
uiggardly scale, 


This question is one of great public 
importance. The medical profession un- 
animously recctymertl immunisation — of 


children against this scourge, but think, that 
to be effective in protecting the population 
at Jarge, that it shonid be performed on a 
large scale. The dispensary doctor, by 
virtue of his position, is in close touch with 
the greatest proportion of the population, 
most susceptible to diphtheria, and. there- 
fore, is the doctor who is best qualified to 
carry out the preventalive treatment. How- 
ever, the Local Government Department. 
with its niggardily fees, stands in the.way of 
dealing with this dread disease. It has, so 
far, treated the doctors with contempt, and 
has retused to meet a deputation from the 


Free State Medical Union to discuss the 
matter any further. 
I trust, therefore, having regard to ‘the 


recent public statements of the Minister for 
Local. Govertiment, and to his deep interest 
m pnblic health matiers generally, that he 
will endeavour, without delay, to secure that 
the co-operation of the whole dispensary 
medical servi-e is assured in preventing this 
serious and very prevalent disease. This can 
be easily done by the friendly conference, 
already sought for. iti main, by the dis- 
ppensary doctors — Yours, etc., 
FP.

At the date of the will the income was 
largely in excess of the annual charges, vut 
in the last twenty years there had been such 
a serious dimimution of income that it was 
impossible to satisfy the rights of all the 
parties. 

Mr. Gerald R, Upjohn, for Colonel Gretton, 
one of the trustees, now stated that the 
parties had shown a spirit of reasonableness, 
and had substantially reached a compromise. 
The Kent annuitants had agreed to a reduc- 
tion of their interests, and a scheme was on 
foot by which tt was hoped that the Kent 
estate would be rendered more productive. 

The remaining difficulties with respect to 
the liability for structural repairs to Blane 
Castle and other matters were more a question 
of phraseology than otherwise, and could be 
easily dissolved. He asked for a further 
adjournment to enable the parties to arrive 
at a final settlement. 


AMICABLE SPIRIT 


Mr. Justice Farwell said he had at one 
time despaired of any compromise, and that 
it was a feather in the caps of the parties 
that they had shown such an amicable spirit.

COMPLETE PACIFIC COAST 
STOPPAGE

From Revrer’s CORRES8PONDENT, 


NEW YORK, Friday. 

A strike of 57,000 maritime workers has 
completely tied up the Pacific coast ship- 

ing, and is threatening to spread to the 
Vest Coast, the Gulf ports and New York. 

The “sit down” sympathy strike, 
scheduled to start at noon in all American 
ships in New York harbour, failed to 
materialise, but representatives of the 
maritime unions were expected to attend 
a seamen’s meeting to-night to vote on 
the question of a walk-out. 

Meanwhile the Secretary of Labour is 
attempting to bring shipowners and 
workers together in further negotiations. 
President Roosevelt’s newly-formed Mari- 
time Commission also is making a direct 
examination of the situation. 

The strike has stopped the movements of 
119 vessels, including 27 foreign ships, at 
Pacific ports, but it is believed that foreign 
craft will be permitted to sail without 
taking on more cargo. 

Shipowners have made no plans for the 
employment of non-unio. workers, which, 
it is believed, will prevent a recurrence of 
waterfront strife. For the same reasons, 
extra squads of police are not visiting the 
San Franciscan piers, where pickets are 
markedly on the increase. 

The initial effect of the strike in New 
York has been the postponement of the 
sailing of the liner Virginia, an inter- 
coastal vessel, which has 500 passengers 
booked. The possibility also has arisen 
that the United States mail will be sent 
by foreign ships if American vessels are 
seriously held up. 

The strike was called when the unions 
and the steamship companies were unable 
to agree to half a dozen major points in the 
proposed new labour contract. The 
primary stumbling block is the désire of 
each group to control the hiring of union 
men.

I do not know whether it is because 
they envy pedestrians their exclusive use 
of the footpath, but in the suburbs these 
davs I notice that many motorists make 
a little free with that part of the high- 
way. The other day I noticed a motorist, 
who had run on to the footpath in turn- 
ing, proceed for some distance along it 
before taking again to what is known in 
courts of law as the carriage way. 

I perceive that, when a road is remade, 
by reason of the raising of the road sur- 
face the kerb becomes shallower, a fact 
which seems to be responsible for much 
avoidable running on to footpaths on the 
part of motorists. Frequently the new 
height of the kerb is no more than two or 
three inches, which is not sufficient to 
delimit the roadway as strictly as is desir- 
able. 

Surely a standard kerb height should 
be adopted, even if it was necessary for 
road engincers to remove a certain amount 
of road surface in order to make room for 
the new.

An Authoritu on Russia 


Probably no living person is better 
qu to speak on modern Russia than 

ir Bernard Pares, K.B.E., who comes to 
Dublin next week to give the first of the 
afternoon lectures under the auspices of 
the Royal Dublin Society. 

With him Russia has been a life-| 
long study, the results of which are sum- 
marised by his book, “My Russian 
Memoirs.’"’ He studied for a time at 
Moscow University, and spent many 
months in Russia every year up to the 
onthreak of the European War. 

In 1909 Professor Pares brought over 
to London the President and chief leaders 
of the Duma—the Kuéssian national 
Government—to foster Anglo-Russian re- 
lations, and previously he founded at 
Liverpool the School of Russian Studies. 

He was with the Russian Army almost 
throughout Russia's part as a belligerent 
in the Eur War, and it was then 
that he completed, with the help of Rus- 
sian soldiers, his translation of “that 
bible of peasant wisdom,’’ the “ Fables of 
Krylov.”* Since the War he has set up the 
School of Slavonic Studies in London.

SOCIAL WORK IN DUBLIN 


An interesting record oí social work in 
Dublin, which is being carried out by the 
Women’s Christian Total Abstinence Union 
(Irish Free State), was given by speakers at 
the annual “ White Ribbon” sale of work, 
which was held in the Hibernian Church 
Missionary Society’s Hall, 35 Molesworth 
street, Dublin, yesterday. 

The Rev. Canon Tobias, B.D., Rector of 
Rathmines, who presided, said that he wel- 
comed the opportunity which it afforded of 
their coming together in social work. . There 
was no doubt that the drink question was 
one of the big social problems that would 
have to ‘be tackled. They were, however, 
thankful that there was nothing like the 
amount of drunkenness that there was even 
twenty years ago. In order to influence 
public. opinion, he thought they should 
educate the young in the principles of tem- 
perance at their. daily and Sunday schools. ,; 
They should also 


do everything possible to ; 
disconrage the new craze or fashion known 
as “cocktail parties,” and show young 
people that the sooner they resisted these 
the better. One of the best temperance ad 
vocates was the price of liquor. It was so 
expensive that many people could not afford 
to buy it. 

The coffee stall in the cattle market, he 
was glad to see, was paying so well that it 
was able to give £150 a year during the past 
two years to the diningroom in Meath street. 

Mrs. Edwin W. Booth, in declaring the 
sale open, said that there was no use in 
asking people to keep out of public-houses 
uniess you had a counter-attraction. They 
had such an attraction in the coffee stall at 
the cattle market, which had been open at 
every market, except two, during the past 
five years. The exceptions occurred during 
There were ten voluntar 
helpers, and 700 meals were served each 
market day.

When it was found that the coffee stall was 
making a profit, the committee looked round, 
and took the premises in Meath street, where 
they provided ee peer with good meals at a 
very low price heir average daily takings 
had msen from 10s. to £2, and a high stan- 
dard of cleanliness and efficiency had been 
set. From 50 to 60 breakfasts and between 
120 and 150 dinners were served. The work 
here was carried on by a band of voluntary 
helpers with four paid workers. In this 
connection, th: comm‘ttee would appreciate 
gifts of vegetables and fruit.

That is why a means or family. need test 
is introduced—so that some regard is paid 
to the total income going into each home. 

Unless there is a new economic policy, 
in which purchasing power is distributed 
as a right equated on the total goods pro- 
duced, as advocated by the Social Credit 
enthusiasts, it is difficult to see how the 
means test can be abolished, as some 
control will have to be exercised for the 
expenditure of money raised by taxation. 
The Northern Minister of Labour «Mr. 
Andrews), when introducing the - new 
regulations, declared: “ A harsh applica- 
tion of the means test could not, in my 
opinion, be justified,’’ and that about 
sums up the general view. No one wishes 
to see the unemployed left an undue strain 
upon the resources of their familics, but 
it is reasonable that some account should 
be taken of the family income before 
money is diverted from those who may be 
in greater necd. 


370,000 Persons Involved 


From the ist April next the. total 
number of persons embraced in the unem- 
ployment schemes in Northern Ireland, 
including farm. workers, will be 370,000. 
The combined expenditure out of the 
insurance scheme and the assistance 
scheme from State and local taxation will 
be £2,788,000, out of which the local 
authorities will contribute £88,000, or a 
little over three per cent. of the total. 

This is a heavy burden on the finances 
of the State, and is only made possible 
by the fact that Northern Ireland. by the 
re-insurance agreement with Great Britain, 
has entered into a unity scheme. When

Financial Relations 

Several interesting questions upon the 
financial ‘yelations between Northern Ire- 
land and Great Britain were asked by Mr. 
D. Hall Ohristie, Mayor of Coleraine, in 
the Northern Ireland Parliament, and the 
answers of the Minister of Finance threw 
further light upon the comiplicated ad- 
justments which take place between both 
Treasuries. For the first time it was re- 
vealed that the Northern Ireland propor- 
tion of the import duties and the Ottawa 
duties-is credited to Northern Ireland on 
the basis of 1.8 per cent. of the collection 
of each of these types of duties, though 
no explanation wis offered as to how this 
small percentage was arrived at. On a 
strictly population basis Northern Ire- 
land would be entitled to nearly twice 
this allocation, with a population of one- 
thirty-sixth of the United Kingdom. 

The fixing of these allocations ‘seems to 
be a private arrangement between the two 
Treasuries, although the financial ar- 
arrangements are of vital importance to 
the people of Northern Ireland, and ought 
to be subject to parliamentary discussion 
and control. Every Parliament in the 
Empire, except the Northern Ireland Par- 
lament, regards its finances as its main 
business, and until the members of the 
Northern. Ireland Parliament take a 
closer interest in this vital matter there 
can be no hope of redressing the inequali- 
ties of the present financial relations be- 
tween Northern Ireland and Great 
Britain, which are operating to the dis- 
advantage of taxpayers and ratepayers 
here. | 

Only about one-third of the total to- 
bacco duty collected in Northern I[reland 
is allocated to Northern Ireland reserve 
services, on the basis of the movements of 
duty-paid tobacco between the two coun- 
tries.

No one has ever attempted to,show that 
the population allocation is not the 
correct solution. The British Treasury, 
as a matter of fact, adopted it as the best 
method of calculation for maintaining the 
unemployment funds of both areas in 
parity, so there is a very important pre- 
cedent for its adoption. In a common 
fiscal system with free trade between both 
areas, Great Britain, as the largest indus- 
trial area, secures a greater advantage 
over the free trade than Northern Ireland. 
The Minister of Finance may. consider 
that Northern Ireland secures a fair share 
of the income tax. but this is not the 
opinion of many other people, in view of 
the extensive operation of British com- 
panies of all kinds in Northern Ireland, 
the profits on whose businesses in 
Northern Ireland in recent years must far 
outweigh the. profits of Northern Ireland 
companies on their business in Great 
Britain on which income tax has been 
paid.

The proposal to construct a by-pass road 
from Belfast to Holywood to relieve the 
congestion of the Newtownards road and 
to facilitate the rapidly-growing road traffic 
from Belfast to Bangor has been generally 
welcomed.

Ar an early age Miss Allen was ordered 
_to leave home for ever by her father 
because she had interested herself in the 
Suffragette cause. Althouch such a dis- 
missal might be regarded with equanimity 
by the modern girl, matters were very 
different then. Nevertheless, Miss Allen 
took her courage in her two capable hands 
and left. Immediately she went to her 
hero, Mrs. Pankhurst, and asked if she 
could be used in whatever capacity might 
be most helpful to the cause. At this 
time Mrs. Pankhurst wanted volunteers 
for violent action to impress upon the 
Government the relentlessness of her pur- 
pose. Miss Allen was selected with forty 
others to present a petition to the House 
of Commons. They tried to force their 
‘way into Westminster, and, as a matter 
of course, were arrested. They were sent 
to prison for one month—and it was in 
the period immediately before the trial 
that Miss Allen conceived the idea of a 
force of women police. She says: “ It 
was degrading and revolting, despite the 
clumsy efforts that the policemen made to 
be tactful; for women to have to apply 
to men in the exigencies that arose during 
the twenty-four hours or so of-our con- 
finement.”” |

HEN AE. died last year there passed 

from the Irish scene, and more par- 
ticularly from the Dublin scene, one of the 
most extraordinary personalities of his 
time. He touched Irish life at many 
points; he was playwright and poet, 
politician and propagandist, editor and 
essayist, painter and mystic. But above 
all he was a great conversationalist ; 
probably foremost in a generation of great 
conversationalists. His reputation was 
probably greater in America than it was 
in Ireland, and almost as great in Britain 
as it, was in America, 


Prophets Without Honour 


lt is an interesting line of inquiry for 
someone to seck why it should be that such 
Irish writers as AE. and Lord Dunsany, 


who had so much in common im many 
Ways, are so greatly appreciated in 


America and comparatively neglected at 
home. AE. was more than a writer; he 
was for many years travelling about Ire- 
land organising rural banks for the Irish 
Agricultural Organisation Society, and so 
secured a knowledge of the people in their 
everyday affairs. For many years, also, he 
was the busy editor first of the Jrish 
Homestead, the official organ of the agri- 
cultural co-operative movement in Ireland, 
and later of the Jrish Statesman, the loss 
of which is still bitterly deplored. 

All these interests obtrude at some time 
or other in the extracts which Mr. W. B. 
Yeats selects for publication in this de- 
lightfully printed little volume from the

Generally, the letters “reveal AE. the 
planner and practical. man rather than 
the poet and the dreamer. In the very 
first sentence he is found writing ‘ I have 
been brooding for the past year over what 
‘could be done to wake people up and instil 
into them something which might supply 
the deficiency in their arid political 
aspirations.”’ What he actually proposed 
to do was to have a “ book containing a 
declaration of our principles,” written by 
himself, Yeats, Douglas Hyde, Standish 
O’Grady, and John Eglinton. The book 
never materialised, and a year later AE. 
is found on another line, which he 
travelled to the end. ‘‘ We are simply A 
race of slaves over here. That. whipped 
cur D. was ordered out of Cardinal 
Logue’s diocese and he tamely submitted. 
Oh, the slave, the slave! Why couldn’t 
he have acted the hero against the 
arrogant prelate? Liberty is a great word. 
When a man is told he is a slave he 
begins to grow moody and grey inside, 
then he waxes irritable, and finally comes 
the explosion. I believe you may expect 
my violent death in the future as I grow 
more itritable brooding over the point. 
‘I will say things in fierce print to make 
people’s hair stand up. I have discovered 
I have a faculty of vehement invective 
which I would like in the name of brother- 
hood to use.” He came to use it with 
great effect sixteen years later, during the

As might be expected, there are several 
letters in the volume about the affairs ol 
the infant Insh theatre, but there is no 
more than an indication of the reasons 
which led AE. to resign from the move- 
ment.

| saw parents searching for the muti- 
lated remains of their children, which had 
been placed in a small delivery lorry be- 
longing to local grocers. 1 tried to look in, 

“but the sight was unbearable. 

Two ambulances with their Scots atten- 
dants were in Getafe at the time. Thanks 
to their magnificent work, the wounded— 
of which only a few were taken to hos- 
pital—and the dead were removed within 
a quarter of an hour. 

This was the third air raid in which I 
wus involved to-day. In the morning at 
Parla, on the Toledo road, where I went 
to see how far the Government had ad- 
vanced since the last big push, I saw, fly- 
ing low overhead, three bombers. 


HUNDRED WOUNDED 


“Those must be. our machines,’”’ said 
my chauffeur. Members of the Scottish 
ambulance also were present, and thought 
they were Government ’planes. 

Then, suddenly, from underneath the 
‘planes fell a series of silver fish. Every- 
one rushed to the side of the road, and al! 
flung themselves in the ditches. 

There was one dull roar and half the 
village seemed to shower around. It is 
impossible to say as yet how many have 
been killed, but I saw two men with their 
heads blown off, and we took one wounded 
man into the car. 

There were a hundred wounded in the 
raid. and two Scottish ambulances were 


destroyed. One of them was burnt out 
and the other rendered useless by 
shrapnel. 


Forty-one persons were killed in Madrid, 
including a six months’ old baby, when 
two insurgent ’planes raided the city,

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JAPANESE EXCESSES IN 


CHINA vaca D MANCHUKUO 
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APANESE police brutalities in China 
and Manchukuo are mentioned in an 
emphatic reply made last night to the 
allegations in Tokyo that the three British 
sailors alleged to have been ill-treated by 
ny Japanese police had n t paid. their 
ills. 

Keelung police have reported that 
twenty-one complaints have been received 
from taxi-men, licensed houses, cafés and 
dancing halls that bills had not been paid 
by British sailors. 

After the three British ratings had been 
arrested and released, the Commander-in- 
Chief instituted an inquiry into the episode 
concerning them. That ye yt had the 
effect of proving, it is stated, beyond any 
possibility of doubt, that, in spite of the 
stories which the Japanese are now spread- 
ing to the contrary, the three sailors paid 
their taxi fare, and were seen to do so 
by a petty officer who was not with their 
party. 


BROKEN sAW 


The inquiry, it is further stated, also 
established that when the sailors were 
taken to the police station they were sober, 
and when they emerged they were very 
badly beaten and battered, and one of the 
|men had a broken jaw. 
' British authorities have no objection to 
the og exercising their proper functions 
in the case of disorderliness or drunken- 
ness on the part of sailors, although it 
is generally known that the Navy feel 
great pride in the good behaviour of their 
ratings when they visit foreign ports. In 
this particular case the complaint lies 
against the Japanese police for the extra- 
ordinarily bruta] manner in which the men 
were treated. | 

Similar earlier episodes have occurred, 
and there has been very good reason to 
; complain against the behaviour of Japanese 
police in Manchukuo some time ago. 


WATER TORTURE 


There was the case of a British-Indian 
named Hussein, who was subjected to 
water torture and other brutalities when 


and there have been several other cases 
of Chinese employés of British nationals 
resident in Manchukuo who have suffered 
similar ill-treatment. 

Sir Charles Little, the Commander-in-

When a new Commander-in-Chief hoists 
his flag, it is the invariable custom that 
he should’ pay a courtesy call, as Sir 
Charles had intended to do, at the end of 
this month. He was then going to Yoko- 
hama, where arrangements had been made 
for his reception and entertainment. With 
this case pending, .however, it was 
obviously necessary to postpone the visit. 

The British Government is hoping that

After he had been given 
a cigarette, he said: ‘‘ It has been a good 
trip now that I have made it.' Then, with 
a wry smile, he continued: ‘‘ Well, I do 
not know quite what to say about the trip. 
All I know is that I’m darned tired, and 
I am popping in for a Scotch whiskey, It 
was very cold all the way over. Of course, 
I was at a pretty good height.”’ 

Referring to the wretched weather con- 
ditions at the outset of the flight, he said 
that it was snowing when he left, and for 
a long way out he encountered stormy 
weather. 


ICE ON THE WINGS 

“The most dramatic point of all,” he 
said, ‘‘ was when I was about 600 miles 
out. Ice began to form on the wings, and 
I had to circle round to try and get it 
dissolved. Unfortunately, 1 wasted a 
valuable hour doing this. The machine 
behaved splendidly. I am starting off for 
the Cape just as soon as Í can get pota á 
with the necessary formalities. It may be 
within a day. I can assure you, however, 
that I am sleeping in a hotel to-night. 
“ I never saw Ireland, although it is 
possible that 1 could have been spotted 
there. The first land | saw was Wales, 
and, fortunately, I got my position 
accurately from there, and made a bee 
line for Croydon. It’s good to be here.’’ 
Asked if he had anything to say about 
the fact that Mrs. Mollison was not at the 
aerodrome to mect him, he said: “ No, | 
have no comment to make here. That is 
all I wil] say on that subject. 


NO PETROL WORRIES 
He said that his worst experience was 
when he was six hours out, and the 
weather was “ just too bad.” To try to 
‘ cop the best that was going,” he flew at 
15 000 feet most of the way, but even then 
he had been troubled by ice. 

Asked if he were exhausted, he retorted: 
‘** No, I'm feeling not too bed. I can sit 
for a long time squeezed in a ‘plane, but 
this cold gets me.” He said that he had 
averaged about 200 miles an hour for the 
trip. ‘‘ I had not any petrol worries once 
I spotted Wales,” he added, “ as even now 
there are about forty to fifty gallons in the 
tank.’’ 

There was an amusing interlude when 
Mollison found that he could not have his 
whiskey, as the bar in the hotel was not 
open. Neither could he get the champagne 
which a friend had ordered. So, at the 
end of his great flight, he had to be content 
with a glass of ginger beer. ;

ARMY NOMINATES NEW 
MINISTRY 
From’ RrUTER'S CORRESPONDENT. 

BAGHDAD, Friday, 


. T BREATENED by an army revolt, the 


Iraq Cabinet has been overthrown. 
Only the resignation of the Cabinet, under 
General Yasin -Hashimi, yesterday pre- 
vented a march on the capital by troops of 
the Iraqi Army who were concentrated at 
Qara Ghan, 70 miles north-east of 
Baghdad, for the annual manoeuvres. 

Aeroplanes of the Iraqi Air Force flew 
over the capital, scattering pamphlets 
containing an ultimatum to the Govern- 
ment. e warning announced that the 
Army had lost patience with the Hashimi 
Cabinet, who were accused of looking 
after their own interests to the exclusion 
of those of the public. 

The pamphlet, which was signed by 
General Bekir Sidky Bey, a District Com- 
mander, went on to intimate that the 
Army had asked King Ghazi to dismiss 
the Hashimi Cabinet and replace it by a 
new Ministry under the Saadenabilp of 


Interior. 


WOUNDED 


A few hours later the Air Force ’planes 
returned and dropped four warning bombs 
in the vicinity of the Government offices. 
Fortunately, no great damage was done. 
One man was seriously wounded and 
about a score were taken to hospital 
suffering from shock and minor injuries. 

The resignation of the Hashimi Cabinet 
was announced a few hours after the raid. 
A new Cabinet was then formed, in which 
Hikmet Suleiman is Prime Minister and 


Foreign Minister. 

The new Premier has issued a manifesto 
requesting the population to return to 
their usual occupations, “ having had 
opportunity to give expression to their 
feelings of joy.” 

_All shops were shut yesterday, but the 
city was quiet. Normal conditions were 
restored to-day. 


LEADING FIGURE 


A leading part in the coup was taken 
by Sidky Bey, the Kurdish General, who 
three years ago commanded the military 
expedition against the Assyrian Chris- 
tians. Some 500 Assyrians were alleged 
to have been massacred by the Kurdish 
irregulars under the Bey’s command. 

Sidky Bey, who has become virtual 
dictator of Iraq, spent some years in 
London as member of an Iraqi military 
Mission, 

The British authorities took a serious 
view of the reports of the Assyrian expedi- 
tion, and King Feisul promised that there 
would be an investigation. When, how- 
ever, the troops returned to Baghdad thev 
were given an enthusiastic popular recep- 
tion, and later’ the officers, including 
Sidky, were promoted.

ELECTING THE 
PRESIDENT 


The Times, discussing in a _ leading 
article to-day the chances of the candi- 
dates im the United States Presidential 
election, says:—Practically all the news- 
paper correspondents who for months past 
have been touring, the country with one 
or other of the candidates, or on special 
missions of inquiry, are convinced that 
Mr. Roosevelt will secure a large majority 
in the Electoral College, reflecting and 
magnifying a considerable popular 
majority. Most of the straw vote ballots 
taken by newspapers and other organisa- 
tions tell the same story, with the out- 
standing exception of the one which 
hitherto has proved the most accurate. 
The latest returns in the Literary Digest 
poll show Mr. Landon polling nearly 
1,200,000 votes to Mr. Roosevelt's 878,000, 
and leading in thirty-two States. which 
would give him 370 votes in the Electoral 
College out of the total of 531. In previous 
vlections these preliminary ballots seem 
to have reflected an.average cross section 
of American opinion. It is doubtful how 
far this is the case on the present occasion, 
since the great bulk of the support given 
to Mr. Roosevelt is expected to come from 
classes which do not normally take part 
in straw ballots. while the great majority 
of the well-to-do are regarded as certain 
to vote for Mr. Landon. 

Throughout the campaign, during which 
both candidates have traversed great 
distances and mad: innumerable speeches, 
Mr. Roosevelt has received a. popular 
welcome far more enthusiastic than his 
rival. Cheers, of course, are not votes. 
but his supporters naturally draw the 
most hopeful auguries from the acclama- 
tions of the huge crowds which have made 
his visits to some of the large towns seem 
like triumphal] processions, and from the 
welcome of the smaller, but pethaps morc 
significant, crowds of country people, who 
have made long journeys to meet his train 
at every wayside station where it has been 
scheduled. to stop. But just as Mr. 
Roosevelt"s supporters are less likely to 
vote in a Literary Digest poll than Mr. 
Landon’s, so it may be that Mr. Landon’s 
are less likely to form cheering crowds in 
the streets than Mr. Roosevelt's. 

The most careful estimates indicate 
that Mr. Roosevelt is sure of carrying the 
Far Western States and the traditionally 
democratic Southern States, while Mr. 
Landon is equally sure of most of the 
States in New England. The two greatest 
States in the East, however—New York 
and Pennsylvania—with eighty-three votes 
between them in the Electoral College, are 
thought doubtful. Mr. Roosevelt can win 
without those States if he can sweep the 
Middle West, especially if he can carry 
Illinois, ‘with its twenty-nine votes, and 
Qhio, with its twenty-six.

LINKING WITH THE ARMY 


Re-equipment of Royal Air Force squadrons 
and plans for the armament of units yet to 
be formed under the expansion programme 
are carried a stage further wita the announce- 
ment that the Air Ministry has placed a sub- 
stantial order for new army co-opération aero- 
planes. In common with every other branch 
of the Service, the strength of the units 
allocated to liaison flying with ground forces 
is to be considerably increased. The "' State- 


British Government set out its rearmament 
policy, stated that four new squadrons of 
the Auxiliary Air Force would be formed for 
co-operation with the Territorial. Army, and 
that the five regular squadrons at present 
allotted for co-operation with the Regular 
Army would be reorganised to provide seven 
squadrons, each of twelve aircraft. 

The new co-operation machine was de- 
signed, built, and flown to the satisfaction of 
official test pilots in twelve months, It is a 
high-wing monoplane, built entirely in metal, 
and of streamline form Power derived from 
a supercharged Bristol air-cooled, radial 
engine, and a controllable-pitch airscrew is 
utilised to drive the craft at a top speed 
comparable with that of the fastest single- 
seat fighters yet in service. Automatic wing- 
slots and slotted flaps enable it to cruise very 
slowly, while remaining fully stable and con-.

effective reconnaissance work on a battle-
